The best wriers on orcharding, recommend 
that the pruning of trees be delayed until the 
sap runs from the w ood. In which case, if the 
tromming s* done neatly, the healing process 
commences unmediately, and the mnall wound 
will be healed over the same season. The 
lunb should siways be cut off as close to the 
trunk or main branch a8 possible; the bark and 


one, it should be covered over with some com- 
positron to prevent the heat and mowstore from 
making the wood decay before the bark grows 
It ws of little consequence what the com- 
position is made of.
